Du ring the latter half o f Sep ­ 
tem ber, each o f the natio n’s 66 
millio n ho u seho ld s will receiv e a 
u niq u e kit o f p o stal card s which 
can be u sed to o btain ZIP Co d es 
fo r p erso nal mailing need s, P o st­ 
m aster Gen. Lawrence F. O’Bri­ 
en anno u nced to d ay . 
The sp ecially d esigned kit will 
co nsist o f nine card s. E ight will 
carry a m essage enco u raging 
the u se o f ZIP Co d e o n o ne sid e 
and sp aces fo r the ad d ress to 
be “ zip p ed ” and the retu rn ad ­ 
d ress o f the send er o n the o ther 
sid e. 
The ninth card will inclu d e 
instru ctio ns. The card s in the 
kit will be jo ined in an acco r 
d ian fo ld with p erfo ratio ns be 
tween each segment. 
A 10th card will rem ind the 
recip ient o f his o wn ZIP Co d e 
This card will no t be attached 
to the kit and is a rev ised v er 
sio n o f the lo cal ZIP Co d e re 
m ind er no tice d istribu ted twice 
a y ear.

The recent statement of the Republican Coordinating Committee 
charging 
President Johnson and the Democratic Administration with 
responsibility 
for recent riots 
in major American cities across the 
land has understandably aroused much partisan controversy. The 
Democratic response has been to charge Republicans with failure 
to gi\e support to many Administration measures that Democratic 
Fartv spok esmen claim would attack the root causes of posertv. 
When the President himself was ask ed for a statement on the riots 
in Newark and Plainfield. New Jersey, he responded with what has 
almost become an incantation on such occasions. I refer to his plea 
for a bigger poverty program, rent supplements and the Demonstra­ 
tion or Model C ities program. 
There is, however, one subject about which the President and 
the members of his party have been completely silent In discussing 
the plight of the impoverished slum dweller. That is the extent to 
which the ruinous fiscal glid e s of the present Administration are 
feeding the fires of inflaton and not onl> robbing the poor of their 
purchasing power, but mak ing it increasingly more difficult to re­ 
build the nation's slums because of the high costs involved. 
Three trade associations in the lumber industry recently pn» - 
pnsed a highly Imaginative program designed to rehabilitate 150 
housing units in one of the most slum-ridden areas of the country. 
I refer to the Hough area of Cleveland, where a large-scale rioting 
took place last year. These organizations invested more than $60,000 
in studies in an effort to demonstrate the feasibility of rehabilitating 
entire neighborhoods. A few days ago they announced that their 
plans for large-scale rehabilitation of slum duelings in the blighted 
Hough area had been stalled, because their studies revealed that the 
costs might be prohibitive. 
Indeed, their studies allegedly show that the proposal rehabilita­ 
tion project would cost at least $500,000 over the estimated mortgage 
value of the completed structures. Although the matter is still under 
study, there seems to be a strong lik elihood that these Increased costs 
spell the doom of this project. This is only one illustration of many 
that could He given to show that, when we talk about riots and the 
root causes of poverty, we should label inflation as I ublic Enemy 
Number One. Inflation has often been referred to as the cnielest tax 
of all because It is paid by those who can least afford to pay it. 
In 1966 consumer prices rose 3.3 per cent, about three times as 
fast as in the previous five years. These price rises mean that the 
American consumer suffered a loss of $16.5 million in his annual 
buying power. Expressed another way, these price rises were eq ui­ 
valent to a reduction of $45 billion in the value of the accumulated 
savings of Americans. It is a well-k nown and uncontioverted eco­ 
nomic principle that the poor spend most of their income on basic 
necessities. Therefore, when the prices of these commodities advance 
it is the poor who suffer. 
Furthermore, in some metropolitan areas, surveys indicate that 
residents of lovv-income neighborhoods may pay as mueh as 15 per 
cent more for food than these in middle*income areas. ( onseq uently, 
price rises have an even greater impact in these low-income areas. 
There is absolutely no doubt at all that the 9 7 per cent increase in 
federal spending that has occurred since I9 60 is largely responsible 
for the sharp increase that has tak en place in the cost of living. 
Therefore, government-sponsored inflation is in truth contributing to 
the inability of many poor families to rise above the so-called pov­ 
erty line. 
The old saving about robbing Peter to pay Paul certainly comes 
tn mind when we contemplate the plight of the poor. Tor the same 
government that seek s with one hand to reach into our pock ets to 
pay for the proliferation of welfare programs is also busy with its 
other hand reaching into the pock ets of the poor and diluting their 
already meager purchasing power. 
Fortunately, Mime hopeful signs are finally beginning to emerge. 
Even such self-avowed liberals as the junior senator from New York 
realize that, and I q uote him in a recent speech on the floor of the 
Senate: “ Much of the present federal anti-poverty strategy is in­ 
effective, inefficient and degrading.” The disenchantment of some 
liberals with the present federal effort is further mirrored in their 
support of legislation that would mobilize the immense resources of 
the private sector of our economy to fight the war on poverty and to 
rehabilitate the slums of America. 
Proposals lik e the one to establish a National Home Ownership 
Foundation, to encourage home ownership by lovv-income groups, 
would bring as much as $2 billion of private capital into the housing 
mark et. However, 1 return to my original premise. One root cause of 
poverty for which gov eminent is directly to blame is the constant 
cheapening of the value of the dollar. Maybe the time has come for 
the generalissimo of the Mar on Poverty, Mr. Sargent Shriver, to 
have a strategy session with the Sec. of the Treasury, Mr. Fowler, 
and the Chairman of the Federal Reserve Board, Mr. William 
McChesnev Martin Jr.

All the talk this summer has 
been about Expo 67 and its suc­ 
cess has been beyond everybody’s 
expectations. Flags are flying and 
exhibits are grand and pavilions 
are even grander.
